WHO GOT THE LIQUOR? 

Eticnrf Brpdn'A; toybarn Ilnall j- has-brokrn 

tlif .silence which he muliit.ilnctl tliroughout 
a itTles of rnther unu-siml developments In 
Ills tiepartment. 

FlrEl., about 10 days ago, the jlicrltf dh- 
mLj,cd one of his dopiitles lor reasons whlcli 
he did not make public. 

Then, Rs Ihc result of an InveatlBatlon by 
BLatc und county ofllclab following rumors 
that rofJectL'd ni;aln.it the alierltl's office, It 
wa.s dLicloiiPd ovlt the week-end, that 42 
botlles of liquor were mbslng from iin 800- 
bottie .supply held al the courthou.se iis 
evidence. 

Still the sheriff had nothing to say. 

Then, to top It all off, the sheriff's chief 
deputy W.-U-; given his walking papers Monday. 

It was not until nttcr this latu;;t develop- 
ment that the shcrllf came out with a jilRned 
statement late Monday afternoon, which 
statement to our way of thinking allll offers 
no satisfactory explanation. 

Generally speaking, the sheriff would 
minimize his discharge of two deputies with 
the statement that they were not cooperating 
with him. 

But what became of the missing liquor? 
That's the iRswc which the public probably 
would like to -have explained. 

"At first It appeared that someone had 
broken In to steal some liquor," said the 
sheriff In hlii signed statement. "Later It 
appears that the thing may be some dirty 
politics." f- 

That's really puttlnif It too generally for 
anything so serious as evidence disappearing 
from the sheriff's custody. Blaming auch Ir- 
regularities on "dirty politics" is an age-old 
method of sldc-stcpplng an leiuc. 

After the recent Investigation revealed the 
Bhortago of liquor, County Prosecutor Everett 
M. Swecley explained that responsibility for 
the liquor's safekeeping rested with the 
sheriff. 

That being the case, and Inasmuch as any 
euch mysterious dbappearanco of legal evi- 
dence Is a serious matter, whether It- bo 
whisky or something else, the public has cVPry 
reason to expect a mors explicit explanation, 

ir It's "dirty politics," let's have the whole 
itory. If the deputies were Involved In any 
way. as their dismissals might Imply, let's 
have that also. U not. It's only fair that tho^e 
who have been released from the department 
should be cleared of any suspicion.
